Eight elementary schools, two middle schools and one high school serve the 72 square-mile Barrington area through an 
innovative and diverse curriculum.

only a select few of all the schools in the nation receive such an award.  The per pupil expenditure for 2001-2002 was 
$9,909, well above the state average of $8,181.
